If you check your 'yellow pages’ under the 
headings of assayers or laboratories in a major city near you, they 
can give you the appropriate charges. 

If you are only Interested in the gold or silver content, our 
Assay Office at the Denver Mint can analyze your sample. In order 
to do this type analysis, two holes will be drilled into the bar 
for sampling purposes.

Thank you for your interest in the Susan B. Anthony dollar coin 
as indicated in your letter of May 26, 1980. 

Extensive testing was done on brass-colored materials bonded to 
a copper core. The copper-zinc and copper-aluminum-nickel alloys which 
were tested deviated from their original brass color to various shades 
of yellow-green after a period of months of handling. It was also 
discovered that many materials could not be metallurgically bonded 
to copper, a process which is necessary in preventing slugging of vend¬ 
ing machines and to retain an acceptable appearance over the life of 
the coin. 

In accordance with suggestions made by Congress and the public 
the Hint has reinitiated research aimed at investigating a possible 
color change in the Susan B. Anthony dollar. While we cannot state 
with certainty that these efforts will be successful, we will continue 
to conduct testing in this area. 

The dollar coin is 20% thicker than the quarter. The thickness 
of the coin is a result of weight and circulation considerations. 
Testing showed that any additional increase in the thickness of the 
coin would make the new dollar cumbersome to use and therefore would 
affect its circulation. 

The coin's relationship to the quarter is similar to the ratio 
between the quarter and the nickel. In addition, the new dollar is 
43% heavier than the quarter.
